DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -2, 4- 1 8, and 20-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 17, 21, and their dependents thereof, are allowed because the closest prior art 
Ala-Luukko et al. (WO 01/22751 Al) in view of Allison et al. (Patent No.: US 7,222,192), either 
alone or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious a method, a network, and an 
apparatus of controlling delivery of text messages to a subscriber comprising providing a 
modified address which causes the text message from said another network to be directed to said 
message processing means for implementation of said delivery mode, wherein the modified 
address is used instead of an address from the HLR, as defined in the specification, in 
combination with all other limitations in the claim(s) as defined by applicant. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
